lt was the sending o f American so ldiers, no t g uns and equipment sent 


to them, that enabled General Pershing to beco me the balance o f po wer that 


turned the tide of German v icto ry . 
General Pershing ’s repo rt, no w made 


public, is calculated to take so me of the pride o ut o f us and to g ive us g reat­ 


er appreciation than ever of French efficiency . 
They armed themselv es and 


helped arm us. 


But for the help g iven by the French, our soldiers would hav e been as 


badly handicapped as were the first Eng lish co nting ents sent o ver, with no t 


half enoug h g uns, ammunitio n o r equipment. 
The Eng lishmen sto o d up to 


be shot at and mowed down, but ev en at that they so slo wed up the German 


onrush toward Paris that their sacrifices co unted immensely fo r final v ic­ 


tory . 


Our men, carried over fo r the mo st part in Eng lish ships, depended 


for a long time on French g uns and o ther equipment. 
It was o nly at the 


time the armistice was sig ned, say s General Pershing , “that we were able 


to look forward to the early supply o f practically all o ur necessaries fro m 


our own factories.” 


When American soldiers were on the field ready to fig ht, they had to 


accept the offer of the French to pro v ide them with the necessary artillery 


equipment of 7 5s, 155m howitzers and 155 G. P. F. g uns fro m French fac­ 


tories for thirty divisions. 


"Althoug h we soon beg an the manufacture o f these classes o f g uns at 


home,” say s the report, "there were no g uns o f the calibers mentio ned, 


manufactured In America, o n our fro nt at the date the armistice was sig n­ 


ed.” 
And ag ain, "The o nly g uns o f these ty pes pro duced at ho me thus far 


receiv ed in France, are 109 sev enty -fiv es.” 


Likewise the French furnished the Americans with 267 6 pursuit, o b­ 


serv ation and bombing planes. The first airplanes fro m ho me reached 


France last May , and the to tal number received up to the time o f the sig n­ 


ing of the armistice was o nly 137 9 . 
Fo r tanks they ag ain turned to the 


French, who did what they co uld in supply ing them, but the French pro ­ 


duction of these was no t sufficient to hav e many to spare fo r the Americans. 


Had America no t g o ne into the war at all, the Euro pean allies wo uld 


hav e been quickly beaten, no t so much fo r lack o f equipment as fo r the 


need of larg er armies. 


Ha& the allies been beaten, the Eng lish nav y wo uld hav e been taken 


ov er by Germany as the German nav y has no w been taken o v er by the al­ 


lies. 
With the loss of the Eng lish nav y o ur so le pro tectio n ag ainst Ger­ 


man ag g ression would have been g o ne and wo uld hav e been turned into a 


mig hty power ag ainst us. 


The Germans could then hav e landed larg e armies in America as easily 


as we landed larg e armies in France. 
It is no stretch o f imag inatio n to see 


that by the time we g ot o ur pace in the making o f g uns and equipment 


Germany would have whipped us to a frazzle and wo uld then hav e the 


world at her mercy . 


Peace or war, leag ue of natio ns o r no leag ue, can this co untry ev er 


ag ain allow herself to be so lacking in preparatio n as she was ev en in April 


of 19 17 , after we had more than two y ears and a half o f warning that we 


could not keep out of the co nflict?

CONGRESS IN JANUARY 


First Week of Next Month 
Set for Formal Peace 
Conference Start 
Paris, Dec. 6.— (B y the Associated 
Pre s s.)— President W ilson w ill be in­ 
formed by wireless today of the plans 
for the assembling of the interallied 
conference and the .meeting of the 
peace congress. 
He w ill also be ad­ 
vised concerning the reecnt gathering 
of the supreme war council at Lon­ 
don. 


In the meantime reports that the 
president has approved of anything 
done at the supreme council are pre­ 
mature, as the stops taken at that 
meeting w ill not be made known to 
him until today. 
The plans concerning 
the 
peace 
meetings are the results of Col. E d ­ 
ward M. House’s long talk with P re ­ 
m ier Clemenceau, following a confer­ 
ence with Baron Sonnio, the Italian 
foreign minister, and the E a rl of Der­ 
by, the British ambassador to France. 
Meeting to He in Paris. 
The interallied conference w ill re­ 
assemble on Dec. 10 and 17. 
The 
meetings w ill be at the foreign office 
in the Quai d’Orsay ani^hot at V er­ 
sailles. 
David Lloyd George, the 
British 
premier, and A. J. Balfour, the for­ 
eign minister, expect to come here at 
that time to meet President W ilson 
and attend the conference, but 
the 
elections in Great Britain may not 
permit them to remain more than two 
or three days. 
Congress Open in Ja n u a ry. 
The opening of the peace congress 
is set for th efirst week in January. 
It was the desire of the Americans 
to begin at the earliest possible mo­ 
ment. 
Other delegates felt that a later 
date would be necessary owing to the 
Christmas holidays and the 
official 
functions connected with the 
pres­ 
ence of President W ilson and King 
Victor Emmanuel of Italy, but 
the 
first week in Jan u ary 
fin ally 
was 
chosen. 
The first meetings w ill be for the 
actual framing of the prelim inaries 
of peace with the representatives of| 
tho enemy powers, w ho w ill be pres­ 


ent. 
It ’i expected that the peace delib­ 
erations w ill last about four months, 
and 
unless 
unforeseen 
obstacles 
arise final action w ill be reached to 
ward the early part of May. 
Prem ier to Lead Britons. 
The names of the French delegates 
to the peace congress have not as yet 
been announced, but it is understood 
they w ill be three members of the 
government, and possibly a 
fourth 
member. 
The British delegates w ill he P re ­ 
mier Lloyd George, Foreign M inister 
Balfour, Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Andrew Bonar Law , 
George 
Nicoll 
Barnes, labor member of the war cab­ 
inet and a fifth delegate not yet se­ 
lected. 
Brest to Honor W ilson. 
The city council of Brest, 
where 
President W ilson w ill land, is prepar­ 
ing an elaborate receptio 
for 
the 
Am erican chief executive, sajB a tele­ 
gram from the mayor of Brest, a So­ 
cialist, to the Paris Socialist news­ 
paper, Humanite. 
‘ The president probably w ill land 
in that part of the commercial har­ 
bor where the Am erican troops dis­ 
embarked,” the telegram continues. 
“ In th^t case, on the road from the 
port to the railroad depot there w ill 
be a trium phal arch of gorse 
and 
broom (national plants of B ritta n y ). 
Under it the mayor w ill present an 
address on behalf of the city council. 
On the route of tho procession there 
w ill be erected a large reproduction 
of the Statue of Liberty in New York, 
visible from all parts of the road­ 
stead.
